Goldenridge section, is calmly awaiting news 
of her husband whom she “feels very close to” al­ 
though he was aboard the plane carrying Willow 
Grove personnel, still reported missing over north­ 
ern Italy. 


The young bride of three months had been 
visiting her parents, Mr. and Mrs. .lames R. Murphy, 
of Warrington, Florida, when she received the news 
on Saturday. 


Speaking front the home of her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Elmer Hilliard. 4 Round Meadow Lane, Hat­ 
boro. Mrs. Vassalotti told of her plane flight from 
Warrington on Saturday night after Mrs. Hilliard 
had called her there. 


“They had some trouble locating me,” said the 


calm, hopeful young wife, “I had left Mrs. Hill­ 
ard's phone number with my neighbor in case of 
emergency. The Willow Grove Navy Chaplain came 
to the house but, on finding me away, contacted 
my sister-in-law.” 


Devout Catholics 


Mrs. Vassalotti said today that she and her hus­ 
band are devout Catholics, having pointed the Im­ 
maculate Conception Church after moving to Levit­ 
town last February. 
“I’m so very comforted by my faith.’* she said, 
adding. “ I feel close to Nick and know that if i f s 
God’s will to spare him, we will be reunited . . . . 
on the other hand, if he is lost to me I know he isn’t 
lost to God.” 
LL Vassalotti, a flight instructor in the Navy 
for eight years, met his wife while at the Naval 


Station in Pensacola, Florida. He is a native of 
Philadelphia and she was born in Virginia. 


Rand Employee 


At present he is employed by Rand, Inc., at 
McGuire Air Force Base. The couple moved to Lev­ 
ittown on February first of this year from their 
home in Boston, Mass. 
Nine reservists and two men on active duty at 
Willow Grove were on the plane, a P2V Neptune 
patrol bomber from Patrol Squadron 934 which was 
one of five aircraft that left last Sunday on a two- 
week tour of duty in the Meditteranean area. 
The Navy reported that the plane vanished in 
rain-filled skies as it come in for a landing Friday 
at Treviso. Italy. No sign has been seen of it since,

appeals went out to villages to ask for reports of 
wreckage. 


Search 
Prevented 


The furious rainstorms lashing the area pre­ 
vented an air search. Airport officials speculated 
that the plane may have run into a whirlwind. 
The plane took off from Casablanca early Fri­ 
day for the 1,400 mile hop to Treviso. Shortly af­ 
ter 1:30 p.m., nearly dead on schedule, the plane 
came into contact with Istriana Airport and asked 
permission to lose height for landing 
The control 
tower messaged 
all clear 
and 
normal signals were exchanged. Thirteen minutes 
later, radio links with the plane suddenly cut. Two 
search planes that were sent up immediately by 
Milan’s Air Rescue Service were forced to land al­ 
most at once due to bad visibility.
